So from that 
Tbantawivti^ day to this, a period of 
282 years, Cnrfceyhas been thewost 
prominent part of the feast. In ob- 
.serving the day we should be truly 
thankful for the many blessing's wliicii 
we have received, as y'ving tlianlis 
was tlie only motive wliicii impelled 
tlie Pilfjrims to observe sucli a day. 
The spirit of gratitude slutuld be nou- 
eral, and everything that savors of self- 
tishness should be eliminated, as tlie 
Pilgrims even had Indiaoa as guests, 
during these feaata. llie tendency of 
this age fs to deaeente Uied«y— to 
turn from the sacred and real observ- 
ance, and eiigage in practices which 
are absolutely disreputable, and for- 
eign to the object in view, when the 
day is set apart.

children of more than 170 
years ago, because on that 
very flrst Thanksgiving 
holiday that ever was ob- 
served on American soil, 
there came to town 90 In- 
dian braves and their Chief 
Massasoit. They stayed for a week 
as the guests of the white men, and 
they all hunted and fished and smoked 
together and had a general lollification, 
because the crops had tumed out so 
well. 

The flrst public Thanksgiving came 
in 16o0, and on the 22d of February, 
the day we now celebrate as Washing- 
ton's birthday. la November of the 
next year there was another Thanks- 
giving, and one year there- were two, 
but in the_ next W.i years there was but 
one Thanksgiving in about every two 
years. It did. not always eoaw in No- 
vember, as it does now on a regular 
day in the month, but skipped around, 
sonteliines being obsprv>Ml in Janirii.v, 
and souii'tinics in .Ani;ust, and soiuc- 
tinies iu othir tiicmt lis. arcording to 




la • PnriUo Home. 

the times when the colonists thought 
they had most cause to be thankful for 
something. Sometimes It was for the 
full harvest, and sometimes it was for 
rain after a long, dry time that they 
feared would ruin all the crops. 

In these early Thanksgiving days 
the children were not thought of flrst 
and foremost as they are in a good 
many homes to-day. They were expect- 
e<l to keep in the backgrotmd, and the 
little girls had to help their mt)ther3 
to keep house, and after that was kept 
they had to keep ri^t oa beiag prim 
and proper to such aa' extent that they 
didn't always have as much fun as 
their brothers. The boys used to play 
wicket on the commons, and football 
all over the plaee; so that .la ldS7 an 
ordinance was passsd fortilddiag the 
playing of foothall la tba stvssts oa 
account of the aaaoysaee to feat pas- 
sengers. 

At first there were no dolls for the 
girls to play with, all the funny little 
dolls that we see now in museums dat- 
ing back to the times when our remote 
great-grandparents were little people, 
having been brought over from Eu- 
rope for the benefit of the mothers, nor 
the little girls. The mothers didn't 
wish the dolls to play with, but for 
models for their best dresses, for the 
dolls, you ought to know, were dressed 
by dressmakers and milliners in Lon- 
don and Paris and sent over here for 
fashion plates, and for many years all 
the dolls our great-great-grandmothers 
had to play with were made of ra.ss. And 
pretty nice doll babies they made, too, 
you will admit. 

"Battledoors and shuttles." which 
the children used to play so much, 
came over in ITfil, and marbles got 
here ten years later, in October, so 
ttwy mast haTe been played in the 
house or else with frost-nipped fingers 
till spring came again. 

There were no blocks of houses and 
big cities then, but only separate and 
often wid^-scattered homes. If a 
big storm came the farmers had to get 
out their lumbering ox wagons Just as 
they do in the far western country to- 
day and "break" the roads. Sometimes 
the storms were so heavy that the ex- 
pected visitors couldn't get through 
the snow drifts, and the Thanksgiving 
dinner had to be eaten by the family 
all alone. But the family was general- 
ly a big one. and if the boys and girls 
didn't hare their looked-for company 
to play with UMy had eaeh othecL 

la one familyl for instaace. of which 
we have a record, there were eight 
little girls, who had been named Ex- 
perience. Waitstill. Preserved. Hope- 
still. Widt. Hiaaka. Ualta aad Sapply. 
Wonder how their brother nidtnamed 
them? 

In those early days there were no 
steam radiators or furnaces or stoves, 
and all the fun-maklag oa TlMaksglv- 
ing day that was done Indoors had to 
be done In the big living-room, where 
the huge flreplace blazed and crackled 
with its great logs and piles of under- 
brush, and the tirtlcey roasted sizzling 
on a spit before the fire that burned 
while you looked at it and froze your 
back at the same time. 

Everything considered, it's a good 
deal easier and jollier to be a little boy 
or girl on Thanksgiving of this year 
of grace. 1903, than It was la- M30 or 
for a good mnny yean after that.

It did j 
not reach New York state until 1821. 
and was regarded indifferently by many 
sUtes until Ltaeola gm tt aational 
standing. 

Washington did make two Thanks- 
giving proclamations, hat only at the 
suggestion of the congress. Two stib- 
seqiient presidents flatly declined to is- 
sue such proclamations, insisting that 
the silence of the eoastltatlon as to re- 
ligion forbade any such exercise of 
power by the chief executive. 

Hence, it is within rea.son and right 
to say that Thanksgiving day, as a na- 
tloaal fasUnO, began ia IMS. and was 
instituted by President Lincoln. 

But by a rapid process of evolution 
the religious feature, that which pave 
rise to the day, has been diminished. 
Ia larger cities bat a limited aumber 
of churches open their doors for serv- 
ices, while In the smaller ones a sin:;le 
house of worship will conduct what is 
termed "union service" for all denom- 
inations. Usaally there are many va- 
cant pews in those churches that are 
opened. 

The day has developed into "home" 
day, one in which the loved ones meet 
with glad hearts, and doubtless thank-

S.amples in eight-foot lengths are al- 
ways wor'.h something at the close of 
an exposition, if there is no further 
use for them for display ja r poee a . By 
this plan adopted, the ends of the logs 
show the cross cuts while the section 
cut out in the middle shows the lateral 
cut, as well as the beauty of the grain. 

In giving directions to lumbermen 
throughout the state who are to make 
czUbits, Mr. Struck says that all logs 
most be cut to eight feet, and that the 
diameter should not be less than 24 
inches, if possible to get same. 

Arrangements are to be made to 
aUi« tbaaa togi to two or tteaa differ- 
ent pl«ceB in the ttata, and hare cer- 
tain men prepare them so all shall be 
finished in the same way. In addition 
to the logs to be displayed there will 
be board samples, also cut according 
to instructions given by government 
experts. These will be partly finlsheu 
and partly unfinished, so as to show 
the wood in its natural and in its fln- 
iahed state. While the log and the 
board samples will give an idea of the 
olaU towatty waatth of Kaatucky, 
the azhlMt to not to negtoct the for- 
estry industries of the state, so far as 
finished products are concerned. Man- 
oflMturera of everything made from 
iMat am Ivrtlad to dtoylay tlMw pro- 
doeta ia Kentacky'a ivaoe in the For- 
estry building.
